With as much regularity as the start of the grouse -shoo ting season on the 
’glorious I2th’ ^ the advent of winter in Wales marked the beginnings of the 
holiday home bm:ning season » 


The V/elsh arsonists iiave, since the inception of the campaign, wisely realised 
that burning a family of English second home ov.ners to a crisp, would not be the 
most senvsible tactic at the present time whence no arson attacks during the 
holiday periods p 

But with NoveiTiber 5th behind us, the crackling flcjnes of burning second homes 
again lights up the skies on winter nights in North and V/est Wales, 

Althou^i the detejtj-iijtid Heddlu Cudd (Special Branch) are convinced of some 
grand conspiracy plan masterininded by a few fanatical nationalist plotters, the 
truth is that the arson campaign is largely spontaneous and 3 .ocally based. 
Resentment builds up tiiat, vdiile local people are unable to ad“ford to live in 
the houses, rich outsiders can buy them up, use them only for a couple of 
weeks a yeax and tnus give niany Welsh villages a, ghostly air. So, quite 
natuxally, over a few pints on the long winter evenings, the local boys and girls 
decide to burn them down^..as would any public spirited inhabitant. 

The police then wine to the TV the following day that they are getting no 
co-operation from the locals in their search for the i)erpetrators of the foul . 
deed. Fire crews seem to have a habit of being unable to find tl:ie location of 
the fire, or a suitable source of v/ater, or find themselves unable to negotiate 
the narrov/ country roads in time to prevent the buildj.ngs being razed to the 
ground, 

A recent development has been the finding of proclamations nearby is aed by 
Rhys Getliin, Rhys Gethin is whe Commandant-General of Keibion Glyndwx and tlie 
idiot police iiave, of course, been at great pains to arrest him - issuing 
descriptions and possible sightings. 

Tae proclamations of Rliys Go thin are similar to those oi General Ned Ludet, who 
issued apocalyptic demuiciations of capitaj.ism dui ing the Luddite campaign 
of machine wrecking during the 19 th century. Of course Rhys Gethin exists no 
more in flesh than did General Ludd - but serves to give unity to the 
campaign. Every local arsonist can issue a proclaination in his name, v/hile the 
police run around in circles looking for ever-more sinister conspiracies, 
repeatedly questioning and releasing the same few nationali.sts after every 
attack. 

The rank of Ccmimandant General held by Riiys Gethin is again in keeping with the 
recent Welsh freedem-fighting activity. Luring the heady days of the Free 
Wales Army in the late 60’s> anyone vjas able to join the organisation, appoint 
themselves to any ra.nk they vrished and command their own ’flying cclumn’ or 
’armed detachment’. Thus there vras, quite sensibly, no one in the FWA belov; the 
ranlc of General or Chief of Staff and no one was prepared to take orders from 
anyone elne - a quite excellent example of anarchist millitary organisation.
